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Why California Should Not 
have Segregated Schools. 


On the twentieth of this month 
Senator Sanderson of Orange county, 
introduced in the Senate a bill 
for the segregation of school chil¬ 
dren a long race or color lines, and 
on the same day a similar bill 
was introduced in the Assembly 
by Assemblyman Moorhouse of 
Imperial County. 

These bills are before the Legis¬ 
lature, now in session at Sacramen¬ 
to, to be enacted into the laws of 
this State. 

Senator Sanderson and Assem¬ 
blyman Moorhouse are both 
“ Progressive 51 Republicans. 

Should these bills be considered 
seriously and become laws of this 
State, it would be taking a step 
backwards. 

California has played no small 
part in the destiny of these United 
States, and particularly so on legis¬ 
lation that has developed a healthy 
sentiment which has stimulated 
the wonderful growth of this 
country to a world’s power. It 
does seem out of reason for a State 
that has played such a part so 
long to fall from its noble standard 
to that of developing race prejudice 
with all of its unmanliness and un- 
American spirit. 

It is a well known fact that 
in those States where schools are 
maintained a long race lines the 
moral forces of the white man 
are stultified and dwarfed, as. 
shown by their not acting honestly 
and fair in making appropriations 
and keeping up a standard for 
Negro schools. 

The schools maintained in those 
States for Negro children are of 
the poorest kind and in most in¬ 
stances hardly worthy the name 


of school. There opportunities 
for developing colored boys and 
girls are so limited that it stands 
out as a blot on white American 
manhood for want of spirit in 
honest dealing, as a monument 
to petty selfishness, or a warped 
mental attitude akin to fear of 
giving the Negro child an equal 
opportunity. 

It teaches white men that they 
can with impunity rob a part of 
American manhood of its birth¬ 
right. It is the right of every 
child who, by its birth, is a citi¬ 
zen of the United States to share 
in all the opportunities that the 
State affords to acquire an edu¬ 
cation. 

It is our belief that the white 
men and women of this State who 
stand for the mental growth and 
moral uplift of mankind, are so 
much in the majority that they will 
not permit a small short-sighted 
minority to put in our statute 
books a statute that would link 
California with those States who 
are known to fame for their law¬ 
lessness and growth of hatred along 
race lines. 

We regret that there has been 
discovered among us some short 
sighted enough to be friendly to 
such legislation, they favor it on 
the belief that the}' would get 
a school 

A character of this kind in an 
adjoining state urged such legis¬ 
lation until it became a law—and 
after the separate schools were 
established he was unable to qualify 
for a position as teacher. 

Those among us that favor such 
legislation are of the same class 
as this character, but with a want 


of temerity brought on by a fear 
of the spirit shown by a great 
majority. who seek the greatest 
opportunities for educating our 
children. 

We are here like other people, 
to share those splendid conditions 
found in California, buying homes 
and contributing of our efforts 
to the common cause that is build¬ 
ing up this great State; and we 
are now as we have been for the 
past twenty years in the fight for 
immunities for none but equal 
rights for all.

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LEADERS OF THE FORUM 
MAKE BRUTAL ATTACK, 

‘ UPON THE SOJOURNER 
TRUTH CLUB. 


The cowardly premeditated at¬ 
tack upon the Sojourner Truth 
Club by. certain leaders of the 
Forum is . in keeping with their 
policy of trying to discredit every 
person in the community who is 
doing something for its. uplift. 
Heretofore they have devoted their 
energies to attempts to discredit 
every individual who was playing 
a manly part in the community. 
Hav ng been given ample rope they 
have now turned upon the noble 
women of the race because they are 
about to succeed in a noble enter¬ 
prise. 

In order to furnish shelter and 
home-like surroundings for the 
scores of young girls who come to 
this city to find work and larger 
opportunities to better their con¬ 
ditions, a band of noble women 
organized the Sojourner Truth 
Club for the purpose of building 
them a home. By giving enter¬ 
tainments and lectures covering 
a period of several years, that 
band of noble women raised four 
thousand dollars, purchased a lot, 
and have in the course of erection 
a commodious home. Aside from 
Mr. Bowers, who gave twenty-five 
dollars, not a man of the race gave 
as much as ten dollars. ^ But as 
soon as the money was raised and 
the women set about in a.business 
like manner to the erection of a 
home, the self-elected bosses in 
question became greatly offended 
because the ladies failed to secuie 
their consent before building. 
They immediately raised the hue 
and cry that the building was 
being erected by white mechanics, 
taking the position that it would 
be better to have no building at 
all rather than have white men 

build it. . ,, , 

The truth of the matter is that 
the Club’s building committee did 
everything possible to have cplored 
men* make bids for the erection of 
the building. Receiving no bids 
from that quarter they accepted 
those offered; as a result a splendid 


building is being erected—the first 
and -only one. of the kind in the 
United States. 

To have Negro men stand up and 
-denounce these noble' women for 
such a worthy deed is so mean 
and cowardly that it is almost 
un belie veable. 

Another and no less brutal per-, 
formance was the fact that al¬ 
though the Hall was filled only one 
voice was raised in defense of those 
noble Women. However, when it 
is known that in that audience were 
three or more pettifogers together 
with a good sized bunch of people 
with a smattering of book learning- 
just enough to unman them, it 
is not strange that their silence, 
when our noble women were being 
attacked, had a baleful effect upon 
the less pretentious members of 
the audience. 

In all the history of human pro¬ 
gress it will be difficult to find any 
class of women who have labored 
harder, received less, been more 
patient, and suffered more insults 
at the hands of all kinds of men 
than have the Negro women. 
Then, at this late day to have 
Negro men, who are not furnishing 
a day’s work for anybody, and who 
are making a business of creating 
dissention between their neighbors, 
stand up and wantonly upbraid 
our noble women, because they are 
engaged in throwing the arm of 
protection about our young woman¬ 
hood, ought to make the blood 
boil in the veins of any man worthy 
of the name. 

Suppose, for instance, the white 
people, who are furnishing employ¬ 
ment for the 20,000 Negroes in 
this city, should for a week enter¬ 
tain the same vicious feeling towards 
them that these self-elected bosses 
entertain towards the white mec¬ 
hanics—what would be the result? 
What must be the result of this 
kind of leadership? 


Forum, that certian women were 
opposed to having a colored ^ - 
M. C. A., and that the Club was 
being punished for allowing women 
to entertain such Views, was ^ ft 
very bad break and headed the 
Y. * M. C. A/s ship toward the 
rocks. The statement, that the 
Colored Y. M. C. A. held the same 
relation to the Central Y. M. G-. A. 
that the Colored M. E. Church holds 
to the M. E. Conference, is not 
true; For instance, a Negro M. 
E. Church can buy and Sell proper¬ 
ty, contract and erect churches and 
parsonages without consulting the 
Conference, this, a branch Y. M. 
C. A., cannot do. There are many 
other particulars in which the above 
is true. 

The above statement will doubt¬ 
less be characterized as an attack 
upon the Y. M. C. A. That so 
far as we are concerned is imma¬ 
terial. The reader is at liberty 
to place upon what we have said 
any construction he may desire. 
The secretary of the Y. M. C. A. 
is a good man, and is actuated by 
highest motives, but if he hopes 
to make the Y. M. C. A. a success 
he will have to divorce it from the 
sinister influence of the Forum and 
other ' brutalizing alliances. The 
Secretary has the opportunity of 
his life. Will he prove himself 
equal to the occasion?

The- introduction of this bill at 
this time shows that we did not 
underestimate the gravity of the 
situation last fall when we fought 
so desperately to defeat certain 
members of the Board of Super¬ 
visors.

not understand that the Negroes 
had certain rights involved in the 
result of the Supervisorial elec¬ 
tion, they have missed their calling 
and are merely doing violence to 
the well being of the race. If, 
however, they understood the 
gravity of the situation and re¬ 
mained silent for reasons, they are 
deserving of a characterization 
that courtesy will not permit. 
In view of all resulting circum¬ 
stances it would be well for the 
Negroes to demand an explanation 
of these gentlemen. The silence 
last fall of the papers in question, 
when the present “jim crow” school 
law was known to be incubating, 
is a mystery.
